But becauſe the moſt people in theſe 
dapes are groſly deceined in repentance, both 
concerning what it is what it meaneth, what 
it wozketh, what be p qualities ⁊ conditions 
of it, which be the canſes, and which be p lets 
and hinderances;talſo why when and wher⸗ 
foꝛe we ſhould repent:therefoꝛe I haue a pꝛe⸗ 
ſent intent to teach firſt, what is repentance. 
Secondly, which ve her qualities and effects. 
Thirdly, mhen we ſhould repent. Fourthly, 
* Wherefoze wee ſhould repent. And laſt of all, 
what letteth vs from repftance. Which oꝛder 

e. method ok teaching, although ſome may mil⸗ 
like (as indeed with me it is not oꝛdin arp; vet 
eõſidering p matter J haue in hand, J thinks 

it not inconuenient. But to y matter: Nepen⸗ 
kance is an outward ſozrowing & continuall

mourning in the heart and conſcience fo2 fin, 
ioyned with faith,+ both inward andoutward 
amendment. Inward J ſay in changing the 
thoughts and affections of the heart; and out⸗ 
ward, in changing the wozds and wozkes, 
from euill to good. This repentance,no doubt 
was tn Dauid: who when hee was conerfly 
repꝛoued by the Pꝛophet Nathan. c his ſinnes 
laid befoꝛe his eies, did not ſtubboꝛnely defend 
them. & ſo iuſtle againſt God:noꝛ pet ſecretip 
excuſe them and daube thein oner, but cryed 
out in the bitterneſſe of his heart, Ihaue ſin- 
ned: and thereupon made the 51 Plalme, a 
Plalme indeed full of dolour and heauineſſe, 


wherein the Pꝛophet bewatleth his faults, la⸗ 


menteth his ſinnes, ⁊ pꝛapeth even foꝛ anew 


heart, and a new ſpirit, new thoughts, new 


affections, new purpoſes of amendment 


life: ſo that in Dauid we may ſecan inwar?; 
ſozrowing, a laſting griefe (as the booke of 


J9ſaimes doth euery where declare, which 
eth him out as it were in an Anotomp:) 
t great refo2zmation both in inward and — 
ward ſinnes. Here therefoze behold what is 
repentance. -

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went out of the Court ot Pilate, with an hea⸗ 
uy heart, weepingbitterly,t euer after ſtoutip 
p;ofeſſingChaift, enen vnto the death. Sec 
then what is repentance. The Prophets in 
the old Teſtament, erhozting the rebellious 
Jewes vnto repentance, vie commonly an 
Hebzew verbe, which ſignifies turne ve, oz res 
turne ve, and come backe againe:by the which 
Detaphoz is meant, that like as a man that 
is ſtrayed farre out of his way, mult returne 
quite backe againe the contrary way: Do thole 
that haue ſtraped from the way of godlineſſe 
to the wap of ſinne, mult come backe againe 
as faſt as euer they went fozward, and altoge⸗ 
ther change the courſe of theit life; ſo that re⸗ 
pentance is an earneſt turning vnto God, 
with all our heart, ſoule, and minde. S. Tohn 
Baptiſt. c the Apoſtles in the new Teſtament, 
erxhozting vnto repenfance, vie a Greek woꝛd 
Which ſianifieth a changing of the minde, afs 
terward oꝛ after-wit:ſo y thoſe whichthzough 
their folly,and want of foꝛmer wit, haue llip⸗ 
ped into the deepe pit & dangerous gulfe of ſin 
when they come vnto themſelues. t haue re⸗ 
couered their wifs, will be wiſe aſferward, E 
take h&de they neuer come there againe, ac« 
coꝛding to the Pꝛouerbe: The burnt child will 
take heed of the fire. By this time, J hope, 
you ſc what is repentance, it is not enery foꝛ⸗

row. but ſor2ow foz ſinne:not fo2 ſome ſin:uut 
fozallſinne; not foz an houre, but fe2ener;nof 
foꝛ a day but continually; not {02 a waſte, but 
as lung as weliue. Some thinkeeuery ſoꝛrom 
is repentance, but fo ſhould woꝛdlings repẽ̃t. 
Dome thinke enery little pant fo2 ſinne is re- 
pentance, ſoſhould Pharaoh repent. Dome 
thinks all weeping and lamenting foz ſinne is 
repentance,ſo ſhould Eſay, Iudas, Cain, repẽt. 
Some thinke euery little humbling ok our 
ſelues is repentante, but ſo ſhold Achab repẽt. 
Doms thinke » god wozks + god purpoſes is 
repentice, but ſoſhouldenery ſick mi repent. 
Dome thinke Þ refozmation of wozds & derds 
is repentante, but ſo ſhould ciuill men repent. 
Some think Þ cry God merty is repentance, 
t ſo ſhould enery foole repent. You ſee there- 
foze how many are deceiucd in repentance. 
But if you will ſee what it is indeed, loke 
backe fo p which hath beue ſaid beſoze: foꝛ hee 
5; will repent in god earneſf, mult not hang 
done his head like a balruſh faz a day onſy. 
ſo haue done: noꝛ try from the teeth outward, 
Loꝛd haue mercy on meet ſo awap: but hee 
mult make a backe reckoning with diligent 
conſideration of his fo2mer life, as did the 
Pꝛophet Dauid, Palme 1 19.59.1 haue con- 
fidered my waies, and turned my feete vnto 
thy teſtimonies. 20 mult euerp one that 
meaneth 
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meaneth to repent, ſlinke aſide into ſome toꝛ⸗ 
ner oꝛ out⸗place, that there he map haue rome

J haue 
moſt fraiferoufly ſinned, Jhaue mod oblti⸗ 
natelp carelefiy, ⁊ rebelliouſip ſinned: J haue 
ionffronfly offended in ſuch a place, in ſuch a 
houſe, in ſuch a company. on ſucha dap, in 
ſuch atoꝛner in the darke J committed adul⸗ 
ferp cloſely, when A thongit none had ſeene 
1 tes: in ſuch a chamber J defied my netgh- 
ours wife; mine owns conſcieuce doth ac- 
= ine ok it: in ſuch t ſuch conpany Jhaue 
vberne dzunk, J haue ſpoken and railed againſt 
Gods 92d, haue mocked the Preachers, J 
haue ſparedno-oathes noꝛ filthy ſpech : tnow 
O Loꝛd, Loꝛzd, what an valy monſter 4 w2et- 
ched villaine am J: Here J tand befo2e thy 
e ltce, all naked, blind, wounded poꝛe wꝛel⸗ 
ched, ẽ miſerable, hauing deſerued a thouſand 
d umnations if thou ſhouldſt enter into iudge⸗ 
ment, and fry the law with me. Therefoꝛe J 
helcech ther fo ew pitty and compaſſion vpon 
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me. Anoint my wounds with the ople ot mer⸗ 
ty: xe ſtoꝛe me my fight. cloath my nakedneſſe, 
enrich me that am pooze, ſtrengthen mee that 
am weake, helpe me that am fallen: O bid me 
me not fare-wel!. The infant ouercommeth 
his mother with crying, the child his Father 
with weeping, aud the ſeruant his matifer bp 
intreaty, and wilt net thou bee tntreated, O 
Loꝛd: Thus, J ſap if euerp man would ſpeake 
in his conſcience to Gad, and thus narcowly, 
02 mo2e narrowly examine himſelſe, vndoub- 
tedly he were in the way to repentance. 

But alas it is a woꝛld to ſe haw the blinde 
Buzzarns, and croked Canketwozms ol this 
wo2ld goe aw2y,from this rule deceiuing the- 
ſelues with v bare title, and naked name of 
repenfance. Manp indeed can talke ok it, but 
few walke in it: manp ſpeake of it, but few 
feele it: many deſcribe it. but few know it. It 
is hid and locked vp from the wozld, and re⸗ 
uealed onely to Gods thildzen: Manp thinke 
they hane cau itz when they haue but the 
ſhadow or it. It is ſo high that few can reach 
t: It is ſo deepe that few can come to the 
otteme of it: it is ſo narrow that few can en · 
er into it: Do wide, that few can compze- 
hend it: Do ſlippery.that few can holdit: Do 
cref, that few can finde it: Therefo2z my 
ere bꝛethꝛen, J beſeech you let vs pzay bato 

our

dur God, that he would reueale vnto vs this 
myſtery which is hid from p world, p we maß 
ſe it. know it, finde 22 feele it to our end⸗ 
leſſe comfoꝛt, thꝛough Chꝛiſt Jeſus, which 
grace he grant vs. | 

But now to p ſecond point, concerning the 
qualities and fruits of Repenfance. One ſpe- 
ciall quality of repentance is alwates to bꝛing 
with it remiſſion of finnes:foz where true re- 
pentante gocth befoze, there remifion of ſing 
muſt neceſſarily followafter :not that repen⸗ 
tante deſerneth remtfſion of fins, but becanſe 
where God wozketh repentance,there he par- 
doneth ſin, becauſe of his pꝛomiſe. As in Ezek. 
18.27. When the wicked turneth away from 
his wickedneſſe that he hath committed, and 
doth that which is lawfull and right, hee ſhall 
ſaue his ſoule alfue. And againe, Eſay. 5 5. 7. let 
the wicked forſake his waies, & the vnrighte- 
ous his owne imaginations, & turne vnto the 
Lord, & he wil haue mercy vpon him. Sohete 
we ſe to who foꝛgiueneſſe of ſins,+ the mercy 
of God belongeth:namelp, to the penitent ſit 
ners, ta thoſe that leaue ſin, r embꝛate godli- 
neifc, fo thoſe that foꝛſake their own waies t 
imaginations.æ turne vnto the Lozd. And as 
ſoꝛ ſuch as walke in their own waies, & follow 
the delights of ſin without any ſoꝛrow oz pur⸗ 
poſe to leaue the,they haue nothing to do =

the mercy of God: e though Jeſus Chꝛiſt had 
ſuffred an hůdꝛed deaths ( which coulz not be) 
pet ſhal no vnpenitent ſinner haue remiſſio of 
his ſins by hls death, noꝛ any other benefite of 
his paſſton:foz they belong onlpto his Church 
Echoſen people here vpon 5ᷣ earth. He therfoꝛe 
p is not of d Church, he 5 is not gratted into 
Chꝛiſt by faith, he Þ is not a mẽber ot his mp⸗ 
ſtical body, cã enioy nothing by Chꝛiſts death. 
If any man abide not in me, he is caſt forth, as 
a branch, and withereth, & men gather them 
& caſt them into the fire and l e 
15. 16. Ile reade in d 29 of Deuteronomy, 
how God barreth all fabbozne ſinners from 
his merep, and doth moſt terribly ſhot out a. 
gainſt them, Me ÿ heareth the woꝛds of this 
turſe, ę bleſſeth himſelfe in his heart ſaying, A 
ſhall haue peace, althongh J walke acco2ding 
to the ſtuboꝛneſſe ot mine own heart, thus ads 
ding dꝛunkenneſle fo thizſt, p Loꝛd will not be 
mercifull vnto him, but then the wzath of the 
re Lo2d,t his iealouſie ſhal ſmoak againſt p̊ man 
t euerp curſſe that is wꝛitten in this boke ſhal 
n ligbt vpo him. So $ God ſaith plainlp, he hath 
u. no mercy loꝛ ſuch as walk in vains delights or 
51d, e in 7 ſtubbo znnes of their own hearts, ad⸗ 
as ding dꝛunkenneſſe to thirft: p is, ioining ont 
dw hozrible ſinne to another:pet fo; all this it is a 
ut. woͤder to ſee how p blind wozmes of $ wozld 
ith deteiue 
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teiue themſelues. Fo2 they think, whatſoeuer 
they ſay whatſoeuer they do, be it good, be it 
euill. whether they repent oz not repent, pet 
they thal be ſaued by Chꝛiſts death:as though 
they would make it a baud to their ſinnes and 
ſo woꝛke that villany againſt Chꝛiſt. J hope 
to be ſaued by Chꝛiſts death aſwell as the beit 
of them all, ſaith ſome. But where is thy re⸗ 
pentance thou miſerable wꝛetch? Doſt y think 
5 Gods mercy is common to all? And Chats 
death a bawd foꝛ thy fins? no, no: when it cõ- 
meth to the vp⸗ſhot p ſhalt hop ſhozt. Foz it 
will pꝛoue farre otherwiſe. Foꝛ » ſhalt finde 
Gods mercy turned into inſtice, and Chꝛiſts 
death info woꝛme⸗ wood, becauſe thou hatedſb 
knolbledge, and chuſedſt not the fcareof the 
Loꝛd. Thus pou ſee my deere bꝛethzen, that 
= repentance mut needs go befo2e foꝛgiueneſle 
of finnes,t where it leadeth not y wap, there 
the gates ol Gods mercy axe ſhut vp: & this 
is the firſt quality of irepentance. It hath al⸗ 
ſo another condition, and that is to alter and 
change men from that they were befo2e, not 
in ſubſtante and p2opoztion of the body, but 
in the qualities and conditions ok the minde. 
Foz whoſoener hath truelp repentd, pou ſhall 
by and by ſee a moſt meruailous æ wonderful! 
change in him:ſo that he wil not do as he hath 
done, no2 ſpeake as he hath ſpoken, no com⸗ 
pany

pany as he hath companied, noꝛ play the good | 
fellow(as they terme it)as he was wont to do | 
noz runne the ſame exceſle to ryot as he was | 
wont. And this is that amazeththe wozld; £ | 
cauſeth them to bziſfle e foame af the mouth | 
like wilde bozes, and fo ſpeake euill of them | 
that turne vnto God; fo2 the woald loueth his 

owne.and cannot abide that God ſhould pluck 

ane leather from his wings; but repentance 
doth violently pull men out of the clawes ot 
Satan, and change them from the condition of 
ö wozld: foꝛ it makethof pꝛoud, humble: of 
hurt full, harmeleſſe :o cruel mecke:of wolue s 
lambs:of Lyons, ſheepe: of adulterers, chat 


liuers: of dꝛunkards, fober men: ot ſwearers | 
renerent ſpeakers:ot haters,friends;of deſpi⸗ 
fers;embzacers: of ſcoffers, louers;of earthip, 
heauenly: of dinels, Saints. All theſe woz⸗ 
eth repenfance. Paul frauelled toward 
Damaſcus a wolfe , a perſecntoz, a blay- 
ſucker, an hater, a deſpiſer; but exe hee came 
there he was quite changed and cleane ot ano⸗ 
ther mind:ſo mighty was he ÿ met him in the 
way.When Jeſus Chziſt ſent down the holy 
Ghoſt vpd his Difciples, acco2ding to his pꝛo⸗ 
miſe, there were ſome ſcoffers at Ieruſalem, 
which mockede ſaid: They are ful of new wine: 
But 5; lame men cryed aut by Eby after, Men 
and brethren yhat ſhall we doto be ſaueil.

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Here was amolt wonderfull and ſuddaine 
change. Se then þ foꝛce of repentance, when 
God ſtriketh it into the heart of man, & dꝛiueth 
the naile ts the head as they ſay) it effecteth ỹ 
which all the wiſedome and policy ol man is 
not able to bzing to paſle, and when they haus 


pꝛouled hither «+ thither, and laid their haads 
together, c ſought all the cozners of their wits 


yet can they not tell which way to turne their 


hand, oz where to beginne to change the heart 
ok a man, t to tonuert him to God.Therefoze 
repentance is ſtronger thẽ all p whole wozld, 
t wozketh that which all men with their na- 
turall wits. fine heads, and depe deuiſes can · 
not compaſte:foꝛ p connerfion of a ſinner is 
a wozke ſupernaturall. ere then wee haue a 
glaſſe fo behold our ſelues in, whether euer we 
haue repented oz no: o it we finde not this 
change t alteration in vs, we haue not repens 
ted, and ſo conſequently remaine under dams 
nation. ZTherefozelet enery' man loke vnto 
himſelfe:fo2 marke how much he is changed, + 
altered from his fo2merwicked waies,ſomuch 
hath he repented. And he Þ is theſame man he 
was th;&,foure.cight, nay thirty peares ago, 
ſarely,ſarely, he hath not repented, and theve- 
foze abideth in damnation. J maruell thehow 
theſe men, which neuer feltany change oz alte⸗ 
kation wꝛought in them;nay whoſe eg ech

telleth them, that they are not changed, noz 
know what it meaneth, tan haue hope of ſal⸗ 


nation: pnleſbe p eraduenture they beleeue not 
this doctrine,oz "think it fo be falſe. J Will ſend 


ouertheſe men to ſuch as haue bene in the line 


caſe they now ate. yet thought they might do 
well enough foz all that, although both blind 
in judgement and cozrupt in connerſation. A 
aue knowne and do know men which befoze 
their conuerſion e inward change, were coun- 
ted as honeſt men as euer bzake bzead, and as 
ſubſkantiall men as they could be, and as true 
dealers, vpꝛight liuers, good houſektepers, as 
any of their neighbours:yea,and they had the 
ſame opinion of themſelues to. And yetnot- 
withſtanding when they hane felt repentance 
wozking this change 4 alterafis inthe thzough 
the power of the Spirit, at the pꝛeaching of þ\ 
wozdꝛand when they haus had new hearts gi- 
nen them to diſcerne better, e new £ies to ſa 
better, as men come out of a dampe haue wõ⸗ 
dꝛed and maruailed at the palpable and grofſe 
darkeneffe they were in befoze © haue burt 
fo2th in theſe wo2ds, 9 tbey would not be in ỹ 
ſame caſe they were befoze, no not fozall the 
wozlds goods: foꝛ if they ſhonld haue dyed in 
I caſe, they were ſure they ſhould hate bene 
damned. But J p2ay yon what caſe were they 
ibefoze? were ther not god -—r 
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well acccounfed of, and honeſt liuers, wel ta 
ken whereſoeuer they cam?Durely they wers 
ſo tak? in the woꝛld, but now they think far o⸗ 
therwiſe of thiſelnes, their eies being opened, 
x their iudgemẽts enlighened: fo now they ſie 
p they ſaw not befoze:now they vnderſtand Þ 
God cõdẽneth many whom 5 woꝛld iuſtiſteth. 
Me thinketh this example ſhonld make cinil x 
woꝛldly men feare « ſuſpec thiſelues, t know 
their owne miſery beloꝛe God. Foz thoſe men 
were as good as they befoze their conuerſid, e 
et afterwardcsfefſed,y they were plunged to 
boftsme of hell, t 520wned in depth of di 
natid. Me 9 hatheares to heare lat him heare: 
t he 5 hath eies to ſie, let him ſ&:fo; it men will 
ſtil ſwth themſelues foz all this, y they ſhall be 
ſaued without feeling any change oz wozke of 
repetance, it will coſt them ful deere in the end. 
Fo2 Chꝛiſts woꝛds wil pꝛoue true, p whoſoe⸗ 
uer repenteth not ſhal be damned:p is, wholo⸗ 
euer doth not fele in himſelfe what is repen⸗ 
tante, i find in himſelfe Þ qualities therot, hall 
be condemned. Foꝛ where repenkante is, there 
be 8; qualities of repentance: where tho qua- 
lities ber adſent, there is no trur tepenkance. 
Ss that where Chꝛitt ſaith, Except᷑ ye fepent, 
ye ſhall all periſh: it is all one as ifhe had ſaid; 
except vou know the truth of repentance, ex⸗ 
cept ye can pꝛoue vnto your conſtiences 8 fozy 
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Of Repentance: 17 
giueneſſe of your ſins extept ve feele a change 
t alteration in Þ bottome of your hearts ot all 
your fozmer leud waies t miſdemeanozs, vou 
ſhall ſurelp periſh and bee damned. But let vs 
a little further ſearch out the qualities of ro- 
pentante. Che Apoſtle in the 11 Chapter of 5 
lecond Epiſtle to þ Corinthians, ſetteth down 
ſeuen notable qualities and effects of Repen⸗ 
tante · Che firft of them he nameth care: Foz 
behold(ſaith he) this thing, that you haue bene 
godly ſoʒry, what care it hath wꝛzought in you: 
vis, an earneſt ſtudp: and as it were, a taking 
thought to you God: foʒ where true repey- 
tice hath once w2ought. there followeth great 
careafterward:care (A ſay) to liue in the obe- 
dience of God:care fo keepe a gaod conſcience, 
care to refozme our houſholds, care fo inffruct 
dur wines.childzen,t ae the know - 


ledge of God, care to pzay with th? mozning 
t euening: and generally care to perfozms all 
duties belonging to God. Do p repentanceig 
not a tareleſte, but a carefull thing. Let noma 
thinke thereloꝛe, that although they welter in 
carelefineſſe of the fleſh, 4 lxepe in ſecurity all 
5 daies of theirlife, vet their repentancs is 
god enongh : yea, e though they ſpend whole 
daies, nights, monthes, t yeares in vanities, 
plates, epaſtimes, inidleneſſe, fond delights, 
pleaſures and — in negligence 
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of all dufy, foꝛgetfulneſſe of God, and cons 
tempt of all good things: pet foz all this they 

repent fo2 their ſinnes, and hope to be ſaued as 
well as any other. But alas! how can theſe 
things ſtand together, to repent foz ſinne, and 
fo delight in fin;to hate ſin,and to loue fin; to 
lie from ſin, and to follow after fin? But theſe 
men J perceiue would faine make S. Paul a li⸗ 
er: foz he ſaitha man hath neuer repenfed, ex · 
tept he be carefull afterward to pleaſe God: 
they ſay they do repent and haue repented, al⸗ 
though they line neuer ſo w2etchledly t care 
leſlp. But when all licentious and leud liners, 
filthy whozemongers, beaftly bellp⸗gods, and 
tareleſle caitifes, come to þ kingdome of God 
and are ſaued, then ſhall theſe men tome allo 
with them to be ſaued by tarelelle repentance. 
The next quality and effec of repentance 
is named. Clearingofour ſelues:pᷣ is, diſchar- 
ging ol our ſelues when ſinne doth accuſe vs, 
And lap things to ourcharge;foz when finne x 
ſathan doe terrify the conſcience of the pooze 
penitent ſinner,by and by he flyeth vnto God, 
t aſketh fozegiueneſſe thzongh Jeſus Chziſt, 
t ſo cleereth himſelfe and maketh his Apology 
againſt fin : ſathan: like as a man 5ᷣ is pyeſen- 
fed info the Court vpon C uſpicion of whoze- 
dom, oz any other notozions crime,muftclere 
pimſelfe by \witnefl, of Þ which is laid ta his 


charge 
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charge : ſo the tonſciente that is cited by Satan 
befoze þ Juſtice and Judgement ſeat of God, 
cleareth it ſefe by repentance , and aſketh fo2- 
giueneſſe thꝛough Jeſns Chꝛiſt. Ss that hers 
wee may ſee a wonderfull fruit of a penitent 
conſcience 2 it cannot abide the accuſation of 
finne, it cannot be quiet till it bee reconciled 
vnto God, and ſo haue peace with it ſelfe. Foz 
this is to be noted in the godly man, that wh# 
he hath committed any fn, e his conſcience tel⸗ 
leth him of it by e by he feeles lead within him, 
tis all heauy, t cannot flepe quietly , till hee 
hath gotten into ſome cozner where hee may 
mourne and lament to the full, æ confefſe + lay 
open himfelfe vnto God, and ſo clxerehimſelfe 
thzough Jeſus Ch2ift, his conſcience bearing 
him witneſſe p his fin is foꝛgiuen. Whereas 
tontrariwile vngodly man when his conſti- 
ite accuſeth him of ſin, he diſpatcheth away all 
ſuch thoughts z treadeth them vnder loot: x 
by & by talleth foz a paire of cards o2 tables 
ſome merry companion to d2ine away time, & 
to put out all ſuch thoughts out of bis head: e 
ſo indeed her increaſeth them moꝛe and moze. e 
tauſeth them to rankle inwardly. 

The third quality is called indignation that 
is a moꝛtall and deadly hatred againſt ſity, as 
when a man doth ſhudder and ſhake, and as it 
were grind his teeth at ß E of \his 
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ſins: foꝛ this is alwaies in p penitent 
to loath and abhozre all fin —— his . 
his owne ſins, and pᷣ ſins of others; t to hate 
it as the diuill himſelk, which is b authoꝛ of it; 
and ts flie from it as from the very cut-th2oaf 
andhangman of his ſoule, and to know it to 
be the onely thing that blindeth, that harde- 
neth, that ſeparateth from God, aud pzocureth 
all plagues and diſeaſes, both of body and 
ſoule againſt vs.Therefoze he ſpitteth at it, in 
deffance, and diſdaineth it, and ſtoppeth 
his noſe at the ſtinke of it, whereſocuer hee 
ſmelleth if. 
The fourth thing is feare, ſuhich is acertaine 
awe of God, when a man is atrais to diſpleaſe 
him: foz the penitent perlon keareth alwaies, 
and beeing pꝛiup to his owne inſtrmitp and 
weakneſſe (when Gov neuer ſo little with- 
d:awethhis grace,+leaueth him alone)wozks 
keth his ſaluation with feare + trembling. Ha 
will not pꝛeſume vpon fozmer grace to coms 
mit any ſin, oz flatter himſelfe in the mercy of 
God, and in þ things 5 he hath already taſfed 
of God, to pelo to ſome little ſin thinking her 
may do 5, and be 8 child of God well enough, 
* ſome of Gods childzen haue fallen in⸗ 
— afer: but rather he trembleth at the.lealt 
nof ſinne, g is afraid of the temptation 
Which ſathan trappeth i in the way, e is 2 
when 
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Of Repentance. 21 
when the temptations of ſin are vpon him, to 
ſatiſfe the —_ of lin bnt rather he fighteth 
againſt ſin when fin fighteth againſt him, and 
pꝛeſenteth the feare of God befoze his eies (as 
godly Ioſeph in the aſſault of Putiphars wife) 
to be as it were a tower of defence, and wel⸗ 
ſpaing of life, to auoid the fnares of death. 
The fifth thing is deſire, that is, hungering 
and thirſting after righteouſneſſe. Foz the pe · 
nitent man is rauiſhed with deſire of good 
things: he deſireth to be enery day better then 
other, he ;deſireth to leaue euerp day ſome ſin, 
he deſireth to pꝛap, he deſireth new knows 
ledge and new vnderſtanding of heauenly 
things. Pe deſireth to heare Sermons, & will 
ſtraine himſelle to heare them He deſireth the 
company of d godly, thinking himſelle in hea- 
uen when he isamongſt them. He deſireth the 
ſaluatiõ of his very enemies, and pꝛapeth foz 
them.Alltheſe, e many other ſuch like defires 
are in the penitent man. | 
The txt quality is zeale, which tonſiſteth in 
5 earneſt embꝛating of vertue, and hatred of 
vite:ſo y the penittt perſon is zealous ofenery 
god thing, zealous of Gads gloꝛꝝ in all places. 
all companies. and amongſt all perſons. N 
cannot abide $ Gods honoz ſhould uc 
ched, oꝛ his name blaſphemed, oz his gl 
trampled vnder fwtby wicked men: but 151

open his mouth to repꝛoue the wicked, e tand 
ſcoutly in 8 defence of Gods gloꝛy. He is not 
like the Atheiſts and diſſemblers which are 
alwaies as the company, Þ is,godly amongſt 
p godlp; a Pꝛoteſtant amongſt Pꝛoteſtants; 
wicked among the wicked; a Papiſt amongſt 
Papiſts; a wozldling amongſt woꝛldlingsze 
a ſweareramonalt ſwearers, a wether-cocke 
that turneth with euery winde. The penitent 
man, A ſap, is not of this ſtampe:but he is con⸗ 
tant and zealous in all good thingsthe is zea⸗ 
lous both againſt the pleaſures and pꝛoſits of 
ſin: though he might win a whole wozld, oz 
pleaſare himſelſe neuer ſa much by commit- 
ting ſinne againſt God, yet he wil refuſe it:foz 
he hath learned from Chꝛiſts month, it ſhall 
not pꝛoſite a man to win the whole woꝛld, and 
to looſe his olone ſoule. 
The laſt thing is Renenge: that is, the pe⸗ 
nitent perſon is ſo offended with the ſinne hee 
hath committed,y he will be reuenged ok him⸗ 
ſelfe fo2 it. As foz example, ifhe haue offended 
in gluttony,he wil reuenge himſelfe by kaſting 
tws oꝛ th: dates after. If her haue offended 
in whoꝛedome, he wil be reuenged of his luſts 
by haltering and bꝛidling ol them, euer after: 
if he haue offended in touetous catching and 
polling of other mens goods, he will be reuen⸗ 
ged on himlelfe by reffitation,as was godly x 
penitent 
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penifent Zacheus: ànd this indeed is a ſpetiall 
fruit of repentance to refozme our ſelues in 
thoſe things wherein we haue moſt offended, 
Now then we ſ& (my dere bzethzen) what ly- 
eth in the belly of repentance , and which 
be her inwards: ſo that wee muff needs now 
come to p vnlacing + vnbowelling of Chziſts 
woꝛds: Except ye repent(ſaith he)ye ſhall all 
periſh, that is, except ye haue this fozenamed 
care, you chal be al damned:except pe haue this 
cloaring of vour ſelues, ysu ſhall be damned: 
Except pou haue this indignation, you ſhall al 
be damned:Ercept you haue this feare, you 
ſhall be damned: Except von haue thts deſire, 
you ſhall all be damned: Except you haue this 
Feale,you ſhall all be damned:except vou haue 
this reuenge, you ſhall all be damned: foꝛ our 
Sautour Chꝛiſt doth not ſpeake of the bare 
name of repentance, but ot repentance with 


her furniture ⁊ appartenances;ſo that whoſe⸗ 


euer hath not repẽtance, with all her qualities 
and effects, oꝛ at leaſf ſome meaſure of them, 
he hath no repentance indeed, and therefoze 
ſhall ber damned: For except yee repent, ye 
ſhall all periſh. But me thinketh that A 
heare ſome man ſay : hee is nothing but 
damnation, damnati Pzeach no- 
thing but the law. L e of the Goſ- 
pell. My bzethzen, J potent onto you, 1 
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A ſpeake in loue whatſoeuer J fpeake, Jdefirs 
the ſaluation of you all. Jf J could win but 
two of all this congregation, J would count 
my ſelſe happp, t thinke that God had greatly 
bleſſed my labours. And bndoubfedly, Ak J 
knew any n&rer way to bing vou vnto God 
then by pzeaching the law to make you know 
your ſelues, ſurelp, ſurely. would vſe it:oꝛ if 
I could bee perſwaded 5 the pꝛeaching of the 
Goſpell e mercy would do you moze god, you 
Hould heare of nothing but Goſpell,Gofpell, 
Mertp, Mercy.

Cuen ſo we may not diſoboy and do 
enill, and looke to be flattered tos, not rather 
chidden. Let vs know then, p although God 
vſe ſearing, launcing. o2co2\ing and ſearching 
of the bones, and other violent remedies: pet 
in the meane while her pꝛocureth our health 
by them. And let vs further vnderſtand, that 
fozaſmuch as there is none other meanes fo 
dzaw vs fo ſaluation, but by cleanſing of all 
our vices,+the ſame cleanſing cannot bee done 
but by violence, when wee bee warned by the 
doctrine of the law, ſo as our own conciences 
accuſe vs, although wer like well fo bee now 
and then flattered and ſoothed : pet let vs ſeeke 
fo be ſpoken vnto earneſtly, to hane our faults 
told vs, and ber made aſhamed of them, and to 
haue our vnhoneſty diſcouered· and not deſire 
to be pleaſed:Fo2it were ö next wap to make

men, and in the meane ſeaſon the Beauenly 
Judge ſhould thunder downs vpon vs. 
| STherefoze when any man commeth to a 
Sermon, let him firſt and fozmoft make his 
reckoning to be rebuked,as meet it is, and let 
him vnderſtand that it is foꝛ his p2ofite, that 
he is not ſoothed. And ik e haue itching eares, 
let himlay them away fro him, aſſuring him⸗ 
ſelfe that elſe he is foze-cloſed,ſo ſhall he neuer 
teteiue the doctrins to his p2ofit and inffructi- 
on. And let him be content to haue his ſoares 
rubbed and bewzaied, that hee may be bꝛought 
to that which is foz his welfare. Jf any man 
pleaſe a fickebodp,what ſhall become ofhim? 
ſhall her giue him vzinke eaery minute of an 
houve? thail hee gine him wine, whereas her 
ſhould gine him water? ſhall her giue him ſal⸗ 


lets? it were the next way to poyſon him. To 


be ſhoꝛt, it is certaine that a man doth alwaies 
ſekehis owne death, when her would haue 
mon to ſoth him. But now which is better? 
either that h& which hath the oꝛdering of a 
ficke man, ſhould peeld to althis defires, oz that 
he ould bꝛidle him, notwithſtanding that he 
chafe and gnaſh his teeth, becanſe her may not 
haue his Will in his deſtres? You ſe therefoze 
how dangerous a thing it is to flatter e raiſc 
men with the pꝛeaching of Percy, =

Asinthe firſf Cor, 20, when the 
Apoſtle had cited diners great indgements of 
Gad againſt the old Jſraelties fo2 diners 1 
ſinnes, he concludeth: Now all theſe things | 
came vnto them for examples, and were writ- | 
ten toadmoniſh vs, vpon whom the ends of 
the world are come: s that al Þ iudgements 
we readeof in h Dcriptures, are ſo man ab-

monitkions, x as it werecart-ropes to dzaw vs 
to repentance.All y iudgements we reade of, 
do ſ&,x heare of euerꝝ vay,knocke with maine 
fkrokes, beate down right vpon our conſcience 
to repentance, The vgly monſters, ſtrange 
births, fieryconftellatias, buknowne comets, 
ſaddaine deaths,  njaruailous dzonghts, vns 
wonted nowes,hozvible inunvations,fo2rain } 
C 3 wonders 
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wonders ſtrange apparitions, thzeatning of 
heauen aboue, with flaming and ſhooting fire, 
frembling ofthe earth vnder our feete,andour 
Houſes onerour heads, as of late daies: Mhat 
are all theſe,but as it were great Cranes with 
beames and Cable-ropes, fo dzaw vs fo the 
Lo2d by repentance? 

Thirdly,the woꝛd ol God haleth vs to re- 
pentante: Foz as God in old time ſent his 
Pꝛaphets, both earely and late to call the re- 
belllous Je wes to repentance: ſo hee ſendeth 
abzoad his pꝛeachers and mefengers in theſe 
daies to fdund vp d Trumpet of his woꝛd, & 
fo ringthe ſweete bell ol Aaronamongt the, 
fo awake them to repentance : but alas, how 
itghtly are they regarded? who heareth their 
voice? But ſurely this is þ laſt remedy v God 
hath appointed, and if this will not moue vs

Ju the thirtieth chapter of the P2ophe- 
eyof Eſay it is called Topeth, and it is euen 
p2epared of old, it is euen pꝛepared faz the 
Ring: her hath made it derpe « large, the bur · 
ning thereof is ſtre, and mueh wond, the bꝛeath 
of the Loꝛd, like a riner ofb2imſtone, doth kin 
dle it. Theſe ſpeeches are terrible in our ſelues, 
and Very maruellouſly amaze vs: But if J had 
the tongues of an hundzed men: nay, of an 
hundꝛed Angels, yet were J not able fo vitor 
them, as ſome ſhall one day fale them, much 
leſſe were you able to conceiue then. Ir all the 
forfuros and crnell toʒments (hat can be de⸗ 
niſed by the wit of man, were executed — 
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me one, pet were it nothing to this. W# 
Jveze twzetches thinke there is no paine to & 
ff collicke, oz a cruell ague. But if all colikes. 

agues, and all other ſtrange diſeaſes could poſ⸗ 
ſible light vpon one man, it were but a flea-bi- 
ting fo that which is to come.

As when many birds flic 
ker and flocke together, the fall vpon the baits 
without any feare: but one oꝛ to alone will 
be afraid: Euen ſo, the examples of man ſin- 
ay nancy do embolden men to run thzough 
the ſnares of ſathan without any miCruſt. 
Thereſoꝛe it is ſaid in Exo.23.Thou ſhalt not 
follow a multitudeto do euill. This is Þ thing 
which hindereth a great number from God: 
foz they neuer looke vy vnto God, 02 fo his 
wozd, but ſtare vpon the common doings of 
moſt men, (examples of the wozld : thinking 
if they do as the moſt men do, as their foze- 
fathers haue done befo2e them, they are cocke- 
ſure, and on an euen ground, And hereupon 
ariſeth their diuelliſh pꝛouerbe: Doe as moſt 
men doe andthe feweſt will ſpeake of you. 
But they haue fazgotten Saint Pauls rule, 
Roma. 1 2. Faſhion not your ſelues like ynto

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this world. Theſe fellowes that ſtand vpo 
multitude will reaſon thus: Me ſ@ none of 
great ones of tbe wozld, none of the Noble, 
none of the rich, none of the wiſe and pzudent, 
receing this doctrine , but onely a few ſhacke⸗ 
tags, beggarly racals, e therefozeitisa to⸗ 
ken, 9 it is nothing wozth, & that it is doubt⸗ 
full, and not fo2 vs to meddle withall.

5 it is as hard to cure an old diſeaſe p is bzed 
in the bones, and to remedy a ſinne that hath 
bene hatched and bzought vp with vs, as to 
waſh a Black-mooze white, oz to change the 
ſpots of a Leopard, which cannot be without 
deſfroying of nature. And ſarely, fry it who 
will, her ſhall find as hard a matter fo leaue an 
old cuſtome, whether it be ok ſwearing,of gas 
ming, of lping, of whoring,of euill company, 
oꝛ any other ſinne, as to waſh an Ethiopian. 
Therkoꝛe it is wꝛitten. Pro. 17. Though thou 
ſhouldeſt bray a foole in a morter among 
wheat brayed with apeſtle, yet will not his 
fooliſhneſſe depart from him. Ss ̊ as long as 
wer are in cuſtome with lin, the dwzeof repen⸗ 
fance is barred againſt vs.

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ziſhment:foz the wicked thereby are hardened 
in ſin, and dziuen off from repentance:euen as 
an old theefe that hath ſtollen a long time, and 
eſcaped both pꝛiſon & gallowes, is animated 
moze boldly to pzoc@d in his wickednes, thin⸗ 
king he ſhal ſs al waies eſcape. So many filthy 
flooſs liners go fozward in their abhomina-- 
tion without repentance, thinking p becauſe 
God doth not incontinently puniſh them and 
chew ſome manifeſt iudgement x figne of his 

w2ath vpon them: therefoze they ſhall bee ac- 

quifed foz altogether. Whexeas cõtrariwiſe, if

Thelaſfletis hope of long life: fo2 while 
men feed e beſot themſelues in this hope, they 
ave dꝛunken in ſinne and deler the day of re- 
penfance, as the rich man in the 12 of Luke, 
dꝛeaming of his long life, caſt of all chonght 
af God, and the other lite, and of Chꝛiſt com⸗ 

ming 
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ming. and ot all god things, andſaid within 


himſelfe: Soule,thou haſt much goods laid vp 


for many yeares, liue at caſe, eate, drinke, and 
take thy paſtime.Thus the bleare⸗eyed men ol 
the woꝛld, choake vp repentance, and quite 


ſmother it, by nw 3 themſelues with hope ol 


long life. Therefoze my deere bꝛethzen, 4 be- 
ſ&ch by the mercies of God in the bo wels of 
Jeſus Chziſt, that none of all theſe common 
lets may ſtay you from ſpœdy and vnkaigned 
repentance, but that you may oucr-flide them 
all: leaſt happily you being found without 
Kepentance and taken fardy in your ſinnes, 
ſhould all periſh and be damned, accozding to 
Chꝛiſts ſentence. Mhereloꝛe in concluſton, let

thꝛeatnings, ſoꝛrow afozehand, ſtand in awe 
of God, examine our tonſciences, mourne foz
